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Senators Rap Treaty 
In Minority Report 





(The Army and Navy Journal here- 
with publishes the full text of the re- 

rt of the three Republican Senators 
Johnson, of California; Moses, of 
New Hampshire, and Robinson, of In- 
diana—who compose the minority of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. Bristling with condemnation of 
the London Naval Treaty and the 
method employed by the administra- 
tion in handling it, the report has 
caused widespread discussion since it 
was made public June 30.) 


{Senate Report 1080, part 2, Seventy- 
first Congress, second session) 
R. JOHNSON, from the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, submitted 
the following minority views (to ac- 
company Executive I) : 

It is unfortunate that a discussion of 
the London treaty must deal with ships 
of war and comparative navies of dif- 
ferent countries. The treaty, however, 
is one that is highly technical in char- 
acter and which concerns in all their 
ramifications the fighting sea forces of 
Great Britain, Japan, and the United 
States. The treaty not only deals with 
the comparative naval strength of the 
three countries, but presumably with 
these nations’ national defense, the 
protection of their commerce, and even 
the contingency of difficulties among 
them. In these aspects the negotia- 
tions for the treaty were carried on, 
and, upon the lines which radiate from 
a contract relating to the navies of 
the three countries, presumably the 
three nations at London not only con- 
sidered but discussed every possible 
contingency. 

_The minority of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, opposing the treaty, 
disclaim either militarism or jingoism, 
and insist that its few members have 
ever been and still are advocates of 
fair naval limitation and honest naval 
reduction. The minority, however, de- 
mand that no treaty in respect to the 
United States Navy shall be ratified 
by the Senate which is disadvantageous 
to our country; which precludes an ade- 
quate national defense; which affects 
injuriously the naval protection of our 
enormous and fast-expanding sea com- 
merce; or which destructively deals 
with our relative position in respect to 
other nations. All these things the 
London treaty does, and because it does 
these things, and because it is neither 
fair nor just to the United States, we 
Oppose it. 

Why No Report? 

It is a noticeable and a remarkable 
fact that a treaty for which so much is 
claimed, opposition to which arouses 
such a pretense of indignation, is pre- 
Sented to the Senate without explana- 
tion or report. After the Washington 
Conference of 1922 it was not consid-

Treaty Foes Prepare 
Ratification Fight

ITH the extra session of the Senate 
but a few days off, the administra- 
tion forces and the opponents of the 
London Naval Treaty are set for what 
promises to be a bitter fight over rati- 
fication. 

Impartial observers are predicting a 
short session with final ratification 
probable within two weeks unless un- 
expected disclosures strengthen the 
forces of the opposition to the pact. 

On the other hand the formidable 
opponents to the administration pro- 
gram appear confident that final action 
can be deferred until next fall and that 
eventually the treaty can be defeated. 

That a real fight impends seems as- 
sured. The glaring weaknesses of the 
agreement, some of them admitted even 
by its sponsors, will be brought out 
again; the necessity for a careful study 
and a deliberate decision stressed; the 
refusal of the State Department to give 
the Senate the confidential exchanges 
played up and probably a demand made 
that definite asssurances that the ships 
provided for in the Treaty will be built. 

The cohorts of Senators Johnson, 
Moses and McKellar are expected to 
make the most of the secrecy that sur- 
rounded much of the negotiations. Em- 
barrassing questions are to be asked as 
to the complete “change of front” on 
the part of our delegation. It will be 
brought out that as late as the middle 
of February members of our delegation 
publicly stated that our delegates “stood 
pat” on the 5-5-3 ratio. Publication 
recently in the reputable Japanese fort- 
nightly Diplomatic Review of the story 
that a “gentleman’s agreement” was 
reached betwen Secretary Stimson and 
the head of the Japanese delegation that 
Japan’s demands for an increased ratio 
in cruisers would be granted will be 
cited to prove the charges that our 
“diplomats” arrived at an understand- 
ing through secret negotiations.

Army Housing Bill Passes 
Carrying W. D. Estimates 


RESTORATION of the Army housing 

bill in the Senate on July 2 to very 
nearly its original form, restoring ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 in authoriza- 
tions dropped in the House committee, 
was accepted in conference on July 3, 
and the bill passed both Houses. 

Eliminating the provisions for Rock- 
well Field and adding others for certain 
construction at Ft. Francis E. Warren, 
the bill in passage, authorizing a total 
of $14,930,880 to be appropriated, other- 
wise assumed the form of H. R. 12719, 
the Ransley bill introduced on June 2, 
and containing the War Department’s 
es for urgent construc- 
ion. 

In the Senate, Mr. Reed stated that 
the Budget Bureau had approved the 
War Department bill and that the 
President had said he thought the 
money could be found. 

Earlier in the week, members of the 
House questioned various eliminations 
from the original bill, notably that of 
the hospital at Ft. Ontario. It was ex- 
plained that economy had been found 
necessary, but the reasons for the par- 
ticular economies left unstated. How- 
ever, discussion in the House took the 
form of inquiry rather than debate. 

Senator Reed’s report from his com- 
mittee, restoring the provisions of H. R.

| Status Bill Enactment 
Averts Reserve Crisis

ITH the signing by President 
Hoover of H. R. 3592, on July 
1, the scheme of national defense 


brought into being ten years ago—the 
first embodiment of George Washing- 
ton’s ideas on the subject ever at- 
tempted in the United States—suc- 
cessfully passed a great crisis. Little 
as the fact was realized by the citi- 
zenry at large, the civilian components 
of the Army of the United States have 
for more than a year stood in danger 
of disintegration. 

The James bill, just enacted, is de- 
signed to “more clearly define the 
status of reserve oficers,” it is -true; 
but without that definition not only 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, but very 
probably the National Guard as well, 
would ultimately have been debarred 
from all positions of profit or trust 
under the Federal government, and 
also under many of the State govern- 
ments. 

The Treasury Department had ruled, 
and the Attorney General had confirmed 
the ruling, that Reserve Officers were 
officers of the government within the 
meaning of certain statutes making 
them liable to criminal action if they 
served the government in other capaci- 
ties. Particularly, according to this 
ruling, Reserve Officers were disabled 
from prosecuting legal claims against 
the departments of the government, and 
from practicing before the departments 
as accountants, etc. The logic behind 
the ruling was inevitably applicable, 
however, to all Reserve Officers hold- 
ing positions of profit and trust under 
the government; e. g., Civil Service em- 
ployees. Pronounced officers of the 
government by the Attorney General of 
the United States, it is inevitable that

New Theory Offered On 
Disappearance Of Cyclops 





NCE again the mystery of the Cy- 

clops disappearance in 1918 has 
been solved, this time by the “confes- 
sion” of a man who claims to have 
been one of a quartette who “blew her 
to bits” with dynamite. 

Like its score or more of predeces- 
sors, the story was widely heralded, 
but unlike many of the hot-weather 
versions in the past, it had sufficient 
earmarks of authenticity to warrant 
an investigation by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

In spite of the fact that the incom- 
plete “diary” which purports to tell 
of how the disaster overtook the col- 
lier came to the department through a 
Marine sergeant of excellent reputa- 
tion, who claims to have received it 
from a man in San Antonio, Tex. Naval 
officials believe it still another hoak, 
but have taken the precaution to have 
it thoroughly investigated. 

The “confession” asserts that four 
men, under pay from an unidentified 
stranger, boarded the Cyclops at the 
Barbadoes when she put in there on 
March 3, 1918, loaded with manganese 
and bound for Baltimore. That they 
planted dynamite in the engine room 
and then made their escape in a small 
boat while the collier was making 14 
knots and were picked up by a vessel 
with a foreign crew that was stand- 
ing by. 

Little credence is placed in the story 
by departmental heads in spite of the 





Pay-Promotion Study 
Put Up To President 


FAILING to secure the appointment 
by congressional action of a board 
of officers to study pay and promotion, 
the Joint Pay Committee has asked 
the President to name such a board. 


Senator Reed and Representative 
French on June 2, personally delivered 
a letter to President Hoover at the 
White House asking that data be as- 
sembled relating to promotion in the 
several services and that this be sub- 
mitted to the Pay Committee with sug- 
gestions looking to a harmonious plan 
of promotion. 

The President, it is understood, will 
comply with their request. 

Although the letter to the Chief Ex- 
ecutive has not been made public, it is 
understood that it is generally along 
the lines of the Reed resolution, sub- 
mitted by the Joint Committee several 
weeks ago to Congress. This measure 
passed the Senate but was blocked in 
the House, being opposed by the mem- 
bers of the Military and Naval legisla- 
tion committees, who felt that it was 
an encroachment upon their jurisdic- 
tions. 

Their objections were based on the 
assumption that the resolution, though 
not specifically so stating, contemplated 
a pay-promotion bill which would be 
reported to the House without being 
referred to the legislative committees. 


The request made to the President 
looks only to the collection of data 
about promotion and.its relation to 
pay. Questions involving the revision 
of existing promotion law, will be re- 
ferred by the Joint Pay Committee to 
the respective legislative committee, it 
is understood. 

No word has come from the White 
House yet as to any action upon the 
letter of the Pay Committee. Any fur- 
ther action in the pay situation until 
fall must come from this source, how- 
ever, as members of the Joint Com- 
mittee will not meet again this sum- 
mer. 

Representative French, vice-chairman 
of the commission, left Washington 
Wednesday night for London, to at- 
tend the Inter-Parliamentary Union 
to be held there late this month. He 
issued the following statement just be- 
fore he left: 

“Senator Reed and Representative 
French, chairman and vice chairman of 
the Joint Pa¥ Committee, indicated the 
continued study that the Joint Pay 
Committee expects to make on the pro- 
posed legislation looking to pay adjust- 
ment in the several services. 

“It is the plan of the Joint Commit- 
tee to ask, through the President, that 
data be assembled on promotion in the 
several services and suggestions look- 
ing to a harmonious plan of promotion. 
The Joint Pay Committee finds itself 
confronted with a most serious prob- 
lem in. the pay situation in that a wide 
discrepancy exists in the age at which 
officers of the respective services at- 
tain what are intended under the law 
to be comparable ranks, the difference 
being as much as five years in some 
cases, or nearly the span of a grade. 
Members of the Joint Pay Committee 
point out that in the course of a ca- 
reer this represents nearly a complete 
grade and wish the Committee to be © 
in possession of facts on this -head, 
It is the thought of members of th 
Committee that with the assembling 0 
such data time will be gained in the 
consideration of the bill. 

“In the matter of pay, the Joint Com- 
mittee has purposely avoided coming 
to any conclusion touching pay as a 
whole or as applied to any 5

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Freedom of Philipines Not Favored By Press; Chances Seen As Small 














JNDEPENDENCE for the Philippines as proposed in the Hawes bill reported 
to the Senate over a month ago is considered very improbable and very unde- 
sirable by practically the entire press of the country. The bill, looking to the 
freeing of the Philippines in five years, during the course of which the islands 
are to have partial self-government, has been universally condemned, and seems 
doomed to die. The President and the House of Representatives are looked to 
block its passage if the Senate should approve it, a happening unlooked for. 


sk PROVIDES for the summoning of a constitutional convention by the Phil- 
ippine Legislature, to draft a constitution for a “free and independent gov- 
ernment,’ ” the New Orleans Times-Picayune (Independent Democratic) informs 


us about the Hawes bill. 


“This must be ratified by the Filipino people and ap- 


proved by the American Congress. If these hurdles are passed, the Filipinos are 
to have five years of experimental self-government, but under American super- 
vision. During that ‘trial run’ the Washington government would continue in 
centrol of the islands’ foreign affairs and the American Congress would have the 
veto power over legislation enacted by the native assembly. Many, if not most, 
of our other supervisory powers would be continued. Provision is made also for 
progressive readjustment of tariffs in preparation for the final severance. 
“When the five years’ test neared completion, the Filipino people would vote 
finally ‘on the question of ratifying or rejecting the grant of independence.’ If 
they ratified it, the American President then would proclaim the grant and trans- 
fer the government of the islands to the duly elected native officials. If the 
Filipino majority voted to retain the American protectorate and the benefits 
and advantages going therewith, the present insular status would be resumed. 
Other clauses provide for protection of legitimate American interests during and 


after the period of transition.

“I VEN if it is assumed that independence eventually must be granted the 
Philippines, all the sound reasons hitherto urged against an early grant 


still prevail,” states the Kansas City Star (Independent). “*

such larger scope. They need a measure of stability that will encourage foreign 
capital to invest in the development of their natural resources. Such stability 
for a considerable future will be more probable through close cooperation with 
the United States than in continued agitation for independence.” 


“But the fundamental objection to the Hawes program, as to all others in- 
volving early severance of Philippine-American connections, is the moral 
certainty that the islands would not be able, without help, to maintain even a 
nominal independence,” states the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Re- 
publican). “It is the conviction of most thoughtful observers of international 
politics that there is no room for an independent minor nation under present 
conditions in the Far East. A free Philippines would completely upset the bal- 
ance in this region and invite a struggle the outcome of which might be disas- 
trous. There is no indication that the Hawes bill has any chance of passage by 
Congress. Any attempt to hurry it should be checked.” 


“BE MLIPINO leaders themselves do not want to sever all ties with the United 
States forthwith,” avers the New York Times (Independent Democratic). 
“They are coming to realize that they would lose more than they would gain 


were the program of immediate independence carried out.

“N° MORE foolish or impracticable plan for dealing with the Philippines hag 

ever been presented,” the Washington Post (Independent) states. “* * # 
The United States would be foolish, indeed, to subject its relations in the Far 
East to the ignorant and irresponsible direction of Filipinos experimenting with 


government. 


“Whenever the Filipino people are capable of maintaining a government of 
their own they will get it. No American relishes the task of administering the 
Philippines. The question of independence, however, is vastly more complicated 
than is realized by the authors of this bill. All they have accomplished is to 


produce an ideal plan to be avoided.” 


“FEAR of Filipino competition in sugar and vegetable oil production is the 

motive of this proposed legislation, rather than fear of losing the islands in 
case of war or sentimental convictions that the Filipinos are in any way e.- 
titled to independence,” declares the New York Herald-Tribune (Independent 
Republican). “It assumes without question that Congress has power to alienate 
territory belonging to the people of the United States, although the Constite 


tion vests no such authority in Congress. * * * 


The people of the United 


States have not thus treated any territory coming in full title under the Amer. 
ican flag. Undoubtedly they might sell or give away the Philippines and the Sulu 
Archipelago under the rights reserved to them by the Constitution. But it has 
never been demonstrated that Congress could usurp such non-delegated power.” 














Fleet Reorganization Seen 
In Naming Cruisers Flagships 


REORGANIZATION of the U. S. 
Fleet. still under consideration 
by the Navy Department, advanced 
another step with the announcement 
of the assignment of three 10,000 ton, 
8-inch gun cruisers under construction 
as flagships. 

The Chicago, under construction at 
the Mare Island Navy Yard and due 
to be completed the last of next 
March, will replace the battleship 
Texas as flagship of the Commander- 
in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, the Augusta the 
battleship Wyoming as flagship of the 
Scouting Fleet and the Houston, re- 
cently completed, the Pittsburgh as 
flagship of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Asiatic Fleet. 

Plans of reorganization now under 
consideration provide for the replace- 
ment of the three battleships now in 
the Scouting Fleet by the new 10,000 
ton cruisers. Under the present ar- 
rangement the name is a misnomer 
and since the fight for the large 
cruisers started, it has been proposed 
to create a new Scout Fleet. 

The proposed organization was 
predicated on a minimum of 18 of the 
10,000 ton cruisers, with three as- 
signed as flagships, at least two 
squadrons of destroyers, with a de- 
stroyer leader for each division. 
Should the treaty limit of 15 10,000 
ton cruisers become effective, the 
number assigned to the Scouting Fleet 
will have to be reduced. 

Assignment of destroyers to the 
Seouting Fleet is held advisable and 
is also necessary in order that the re- 
pair and base facilities on the Atlan- 
tie Coast can be utilized efficiently 
and economically. 

While it has been planned from the 
first to utilize some of the new 
cruisers as flagships, their design 
making provision for this, the assign- 
ment of the Chicago for flag of the 
U. S. Fleet marks a decision long un- 
der consideration. 

It will be recalled that several years 
ago there was considerable discussion 
about the C-in-C’s flag. At one time 
there was talk of taking over one of 
the large government-owned passen- 
ger vessels for this purpose and at 
that time it was decided

Chapel To U. S. War Dead 


Waereghen, Belgium—Gen. John J. 

Pershing presided at the dedication re- 
cently of the American Memorial 
Chapel at Flanders Field’ Cemetery, 
the first of a series to be erected by 
the United States government on 
European soil, in memory of the war 
dead. 
The chapel is in the form of a tower 
of white sandstone and stands in the 
center of the cemetery, surrounded by 
crosses marking the 365 graves of 
American soldiers. In the interior of 
the chapel is an engraved sword, the 
handle of which forms a cross over a 
marble tomb. On either side of the 
tomb stand candelabra, upon which are 
inscribed the names of 443 soldiers 
whose resting places are unknown. 











mander-in-Chief and his staff out of 
the battle line without withdrawing 
one of the capital ships and weakening 
the fighting strength of the Fleet. 

In the new school of thought in the 
Navy, the Commander-in-Chief 
would not have direct command of the 
Fleet in an actual en ment. The 
commander-in-chief, Battle Fleet, has 
direct charge of the training, maneu- 
vers and war games of the main fight- 
ing force and he, under the direction 
of the C-in-C, will have the direct re- 
sponsibility of handling the Fleet in 
battle. 

It is pointed out in some quarters 
that where the commander of the Bat- 
tle Fleet “steps up” to command the 
Fleet, the old arrangement would work 
satisfactorily, but under any condi- 
tions the junior admiral is better fit- 
ted for immediate control of the ac- 
tual fighting.

(Continued from First Page) 
they would be recognized as such by 
such States—a majority—as debarred 
officers of the government from their 


employ, or from practicing as lawyers, 
accountants, etc., before them. 

This ruling, carried to such conclu- 
sions, would eventually have effected a 
very great percentage of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps; perhaps as many ‘as 
half of them. It would likewise have 
affected a great percentage of the offi- 
cers of the National Guard. Resigna- 
tions of Reserve Officers, and neglect 
to renew their commissions, had al- 
ready begun when passage of this bill 
at the current session of Congress look- 
ed like a hopeless matter. It was ex- 
tremely probable that wholesale sepa- 
rations from the Organized Reserve 
would have followed a recess of Con- 
gress without this bill being passed. 

The James bill was a non-controver- 
sial one. In enacting the National De- 
fense Act in 1920, Congress was un- 
doubtedly free of any intent to bur- 
den in this manner the public-spirited 
citizens who were willing to qualify 
themselves at the cost of time and 
labor for a contingent position in the 
national defense. The Act, however, 
was so written as to carry that inter- 
pretation, and it was felt in the Treas- 
ury Department that that interpreta- 
tion must rule until rectified. There 
was no hostility in any quarter to its 
rectification; the Treasury official who 
made the original ruling was willing to 
appear before the Military Committee 
in favor of the James bill. 

However, the illness of the author 
of the bill caused a year’s delay in its 
consideration, and while the urgency of 
its passage increased, so did the ur- 
gency of the business already on the 
calendars of Congress. The Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United 
States and the individual Reserve Offi- 
cers and private citizens championing 
the measure faced a task in persua- 
sion of the members of Congress that 
only a month ago seemed hopeless. 

At length, however, the bill was re- 
ported out by Mr. Stafford, of Wiscon- 
sin, who with Messrs. Speaks, Wain- 
wright, and LaGuardia, early last week 
obtained its passage by the House. A 
special hearing was had before the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, and on June 
27 Senator Reed engineered it through 
the upper House, not without difficulty,

even more sensational charges will 
made before the debate is many hours 
old and “conflicting” statements issued 
by the Government here and by Secre 
tary Stimson in London during the 
parley -will be revived.

Commission Cruiser 
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Urge Pay Increase 


"THE following editorial was printed 
in the New York Herald Tribune: 
In increasing the pay of certain 
clerks in the foreign service the House 
did a wise and needed thing, but it is 
safe to say that the persons to be ben- 
efitted by the House action are no 
more needy or deserving than the offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy whose ne- 
glect at the hands of Congress is little 
short of spectacular. 


Inadequate as the pay of foreign 
service officers may be, it is not gen- 
erally realized that, taking into ac- 
count the depreciation of the dollar, 
the foreign service has had its pay in- 
creased 175 per cent since 1908, where- 
as the Army and Navy for the same 
period has suffered a decrease of 3 
per cent. Where pay increase is con- 
cerned the Army and Navy are out- 
ranked by the mechanical and clerical 
civil service, the school teachers of the 
District of Columbia and postoffice in- 
spectors—to mention only a few. To- 
day a lieutenant commander in the 
Navy with seventeen years’ service re- 
ceives $2 more than a first-grade New 
York policeman with five years’ service 

A large organization like the Navy, 
regardless of its material equipment, 
is only as good as the morale of its 
personnel—and no better. By every 
fair standard the pay of éur Army 
and Navy officers is not only inadequate 
but positively unjust. Congress should 
interest itself in this matter. It should 
think of our land and sea services as 
flesh-and-blood affairs and should take 
steps which will give them a decent 
living and a fair chance of promotion. 
At present the Navy is clogged up, to 
the discouragement of naval officers, 
both young and old, owing to the fail- 
ure of Congress to pass the Britten 
bill making “weeding out” a permissible 
thing. In time of stress we lean heav- 
ily on the Army and Navy. Let us 
give them decent rewards and the 
promise of successful careers.

Report Adversely

Senior Inf. Col. Retires 


Governors Island—Nearly half a 
century of active Army service, includ- 
ing action in three wars, came to a 
close for Col. William R. Sample, USA, 
senior colonel of the Inf., on the staff 
of Maj. Gen. Hanon E. Ely at Gov- 
ernors 
National Guard affairs for New York 
State, New Jersey, and Delaware, on 
June 29. 

Col. Sample, automatically retired 
at the statutory age of 64 years, as- 
sumed the rank of brigadier general 
under the new law advancing retired 
officers to their highest war-time 
status. He is the first active officer 
in this Corps Area to be thus elevated 
upon retirement. 

A native of Memphis, Tenn., Col. 
Sample entered West Point in 1884. 
Upon graduation he was commissioned 
in the 14th Infantry. In the Spanish- 
American War he commanded a com- 
pany at the Battle of San Juan Hill, 
earning a citation for gallantry in ac- 
tion. Appointed captain and assistant 
adjutant general of Volunteers, he 
served with Gen. Adelbert Amos dur- 
ing the remainder of his stay in Cuba. 

Next Col. Sample saw active fighting 
in the Philippine Insurrection, being 
with the first American troops sent to 
the Islands. Participating in numer- 
ous engagements against the Moros 
and other hostile tribes, he began his 
connection with the old 3rd U. S. In- 
fantry, which lasted 12 years and in- 
cluded soldiering in the Philippines, 
Alaska, and various posts throughout 
the United States. 

In 1912 he was promoted to major 
and commanded 12 companies of Fil- 
ipino soldiers on quarantine duty in the 
Island of Luzon. 

While Col. Sample was commanding 
the 20th Infantry at Ft. Bliss, in 
1916, Pancho Villa raided Columbus, 
N. M. Col. Sample was picked to lead 
a battalion of Regulars to the scene. 

Later, Col. Sample built and operat- 
ed the Columbus Base and in supply- 
ing Gen. Pershing and his troops he 
established the first motor transport 
service in the American Army. 

During the World War Col. Sam- 
ple’s first command was the First Of- 
ficers’ Training Camp at Madison Bar- 
racks, from which were commissioned 
more than 1500 officers. 

In France from November, 1917, he 
served as brigadier general in 
command of the Advance Section, Serv- 
of Supplies, AEF, until the evacua- 
tion of American troops in 1919. 

For World War services he was 
awarded the 
Medal by the United States and the 
decoration of the Legion of Honor by 
the French Government. Since return- 
ing to the United States in July, 1919, 
Col. Sample held various recruiting, 
Organized Reserve, and Infantry line 
assignments throughout the country be- 
fore coming to Governors Island in 
1926. 

It is understood that Col. Sample 
will make his home in New York City.

MILITARY TRAINING IN LAND GRANT COLLEGES OPTIONAL 


TTORNEY GENERAL WILLIAM D. MITCHELL in a ruling just made at 
the request of Secretary of the Interior Wilbur holds that military training 
in land grant colleges may be made optional at the discretion of State legis- 
latures. Since the passage of the Morrill Act 68 years ago creating the land 
grant colleges, it was generally held that military training in them was com- 
pulsory until in 1923, when Wisconsin placed its military training on an optional 
basis. The ruling of Mr. Mitchell now upholds Wisconsin in its act and gives 
the other States the right to.do the same if they wish. sey 
The ruling did not go into the question of whether or not the individual 
students may determine for themselves where State legislatures have not acted 
as to permit that determination. 
Almost coincidently with Mr. Mitchell’s ruling it was announced at the In- 
terior Department that the Secretary had certified to Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon the fact that under the law, the 48 States and three territories (Alaska, 
Hawaii and Porto Rico) are entitled to receive from the Federal Government 
$50,000 each (an aggregate sum of $2,550,000) for the use of the land grant 
colleges. This sum is for the current fiscal year. 





LT. GEN. JADWIN NOMINATED TO HEAD POWER COMMISSION 


T. GEN. EDGAR JADWIN, ret., former Chief of Engineers, was nominated 

4 by President Hoover this week as head of the new power commission. It is 
expected that the nomination will be sent to the Senate in special session this 
summer. 

Gen. Jadwin, as Chief of Engineers, supervised the development of water- 
ways and worked out the Mississippi flood control program, with which he will 
be concerned in his new post. It will be his office to pass upon applications to 
develop power resources in navigable streams and on public lands. 

The commission will consist of five members, to function when two of them 
have taken office, supplanting the present commission, consisting of the Secre- 
taries of War, the Interior, and Agriculture.

A NATION-WIDE S O §S organization to provide emergency communications 

in time of disaster has beer effected by the Navy Department and the Red 
Cross. Following lengthy conferences between the Department and the Red 
Cross, plans have been made to meet all predictable obstacles of communication 
in cases of floods, fires, hurricanes, blizzards, earthquakes, explosions, etc., which 
may arise. The network of amateur radio stations operated by the 2,300 mem- 
bers of the communication branch of the United States Naval Reserve makes up 
the organization. They will flash messages in time of disaster, through the mas- 
ter control stations to Red Cross branch headquarters and maintain contact as 
long as needed.

RAILROAD ANNIVERSARY RECALLS CE DEEDS 


P pda one hundred years ago the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, which was sur- 
veyed, constructed and operated by members of the Army Engineer Corps, 
was formally opened July 4, 1830. 

On July 4, 1828, ground had been broken in Baltimore for the first railroad. 
ever built for general use, on the section in charge of Capt. William Gibbs McNeill, 
USMA. The first stone was laid by Charles Carroll of Carrollton, then 90 years 
of age, who said: “I consider this among the most important acts of my life, 
nay ee only to the signing of the Declaration of Independence, if second even 
to that.” 


Among the officers and former officers of the Engineer Corps who were 
associated with Capt. McNeill were the following, all graduates from West Point: 

Lt. Col. Stephen H. Long and Lts. Joshua Barney, Isaac Trimble, R. E. Haz- 
zard, William Cook, Walter Gynn, J. N. Dillahunty, G. W. Whistler. 


In the early part of the history of the Nation’s railroads many other officers 
ot the Corps were continually engaged in the survey of routes and in the solving 
of difficult engineering features connected with actual construction. 

From 1853 to 1856, the Corps of Engineers undertook and surveyed four 
possible routes for the development of trans-continental railways, corresponding 
approximately to the Southern Pacific, the Kansas Pacific, the Union Pacific, 
and the Northern Pacific systems. Such names as McClellan, Parke, Weaver, 
Abbott, Humphreys, Emory, Warren, Whipple, and many others too numerous 
to mention, were thus added to the roll of Army officers who have contributed 
so materially to our economic development. They and succeeding officers, by 
their contributions to scientific literature, elaborate engineering works, and 
extensive surveys, have enabled the Engineer Corps to take its place as one of 
the most important agencies of the Government in peace, as well as in war.

Adm. Fiske States View 


HE attitude and motives of the Na- 
val and Military men have been 
brought sharply to the fore as the re- 
sult of the discussion on the Naval 
treaty. It is probable that this dis- 
cussion has done a great deal of harm, 
for through it has come statements of 
the viewpoints of the nation’s defend- 
ers that otherwise would not have been 
brought out. 

Recently Rear Adm. Bradley A. 
Fiske, USN-Ret., in a letter to the New 
York Times expressed the situation 
succiently. A previous letter from Wil- 
liam I. Hull, printed in that paper, 
made the statement, “The militarist 
wants to defend his country against 
defeat in war, while the civilian wants 
to defend it against war itself.” 

Adm. Fiske’s reply to this, in part, 
was: 

“Mr. Hull evidently feels that this 
sentence carries a just criticism of 
the attitude of navy and army offi- 
cers. It is a perfectly true statement, 
but it carries no criticism of their 
attitude, because ‘to defend this coun- 
try against defeat in war’ is the sole 
purpose of the army and navy. 

“*To defend this country against war 
itself’ is the task of the statesmen, 
not of the warriors. 

“But navy and army officers, being 
carefully educated in the history of 
war and its causes, and knowing, there- 
fore, that statesmen have ‘fumbled the 
ball’ occasionally and plunged their na- 
tion into war, realize that statesmen 
may fumble the ball again some day 
and plunge this country into war. Re- 
alizing this possibility, they think it 
their duty to do all they can in time 
of peace to prevent the enactment of 
measures that would lead to defeat. 
They know how much worse than war 
itself defeat in war has always been, 
and want to save this nation from its 
unspeakable misery and horror.”

Submarine Disposal Program 


With the scrapping of 12 first-ling 

submarines of the Navy at Philas 
delphia, the first step in the three-yegp 
disposal program adopted by the Navy 
Department before the London Naya] 
Conference is completed. 

Under this program, 32 additiona] 
submarines will be scrapped in the 
next two fiscal years, looking to the 
replacement of obsolescent tonnage 
with modern submarines. Ratification 
of the treaty will probably bring 
about some changes in this program, it 
was announced. 

These 32 submarines scheduled for 
disposal, include fifteen first-line and 
three fleet submarines, totaling 10,239 
tons, and 14 second-line submarines, of 
5,180 tons. The submarines of the 
last fiseal year’s disposal program total 
6,680 tons. The total submarine dis. 
posal tonnage amounts to 22,090 tons, 

On completion of the disposal pro. 
gram, there will be on the Navy list 
including the V-7 which is now under 
construction, a total of 79 first-line and 
fleet submarines of 65,620 tons dis. 
placement. The proposed London naval 
treaty allocates 52,700 tons of subma 
rines to.the United States Navy. 


The present replacement submarine 
program for obsolescent tonnage in- 
cludes the V-tyve boats, two of which, 
the V-5 and V-6, were recently com. 
missioned; the V-7, now under con. 
struction; and the V-8 and V-9, con 
tracts for which have been held up 
pending action on the London naval 
treaty. These V-boats were author. 
ized by Act of Congress, August 29, 
1916. Another submarine, the experi. 
mental “Neff” submarine, was author 
ized by the same act. No other sub 
marines for replacement have been ate 
thorized. 

_The twelve submarines in last year’s 
disposal program are the 0-11, 0-13, 
0-14, 0-15, and 0-16, 410-ton craft, 
built by the Lake Torpedo Boat Com 
pany, Bridgeport, Conn., and commis. 
sioned in 1918; and the R-21, R-22

Under the selective instructions for 
the coming year with the reduced 
quota every effort is required of com- 
manding officers to establish a pros- 
pective candidate’s fitness. Enlisted 
men who are nominated as applicants 
to the preparatory course will be in- 
terviewed by their commanding officers, 
will be given an examination by a 
medical board on board their ship or 
station, and also a general classifica- 
tion test. This will be completed by 
the first week of September. 

Successful candidates of these pre- 
liminary selective tests will be sent to 
the Naval Preparatory School at 
Hampton Roads, which will be in ses- 
sion from November 1, 1930, to the 
date of the Naval Academy entrance 
examinations, April 15, 1931.

While the desk stood in the little 
red, wooden headquarters on Constitu- 
tion Island, it was used by every com- 
manding officer at West Point during 
the Revolutionary War and by many 
of their distinguished visitors, the War 
Department contends. Generals Par- 
sons, McDouglas, Greene, Paterson, 
Heath and St. Clair, and Colonels 
Lamb, Malcolm, Wade and Aaron 
Burr—they all would be among those 
who sat before it and signed their of- 
ficial papers and conducted their cos- 
respondence. 

The War Department statement de- 
clares Washington was often at West 
Point after 1780 and his use of the 
desk identifies it as a piece suitable 
for a position of honor in the West 
Point museum.

Speaks Bill Reported 
EN. SPEAKS’ bill to create a Na-

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Model Homes For PS 


BELIEVING that the system of 

housing among Filipino soldierg 
tends to expose them to various dig. 
eases, Brig. Gen. Frank C. Bolles. com. 
mandant at Ft. Stotsenburg, has start. 
ed the erection of a model “barrio” 
near that post. 

At Ft. Stotsenburg, near Manila, 
there are 1786 Filipino soldiers, of 
whom 1054 are married and who sup- 
port 2157 children and 580 dependents 
other than wives and children. They 
live in “barrios” or villages near the 
post where “modern conveniences” ang 
modern methods of sanitation are 
scarcely known or understood ang 
where they are not under the direct 
supervision of the Army medica! ay. 
thorities. As a consequence. they and 
their families are exposed to the dis. 
eases of the islands such as cholera, 
bubonic plague, smallpox, tuberculosig 
and other diseases. Tuberculosis jg 
particularly prevalent. 

Gen. Bolles, in starting the “mode} 
barrio,” aims to insure maximum com. 
fort and health for the soldier and his 
family and to bring them into contact 
with modern methods of sanitation, also 
to give an example of proper living 
conditions to other Filipinos. 

The houses which are being erected, 
although cheap, are well built. Each 
soldier occupying quarters with his 
family pays a monthly rent of two 
pesos ($1.00), and in addition works 
one afternoon a week as his contriby- 
tion to the barrio. All moneys received 
go to a fund used for the betterment 
of the barrio. 

The houses are arranged in blocks 
of four double houses, built off the 
ground on wooden posts set in con- 
crete. Each house is 28 feet long and 
24 feet wide. It has a porch in front 
6 feet wide and a kitchen in back of 
the same width. The middle room, 
which may be partitioned to form two 
rooms, is 16 feet by 12 feet. The frame 
of the house is wood, the side walls 
are sawali, und the dividing wall is of 
wood. The roof is of galvanized iron, 
When finished the houses are painted 
green with white trimmings. In the 
middle of every block there is a com- 
munity bath built of concrete with gal- 
vanized iron roof and walls, contain- 
ing four toilets, two showers and 4 
platform for washing clothes. This 
model village also enjoys the benefit of 
an incinerator as an additional help te 
ward improved sanitation. The recrea 
tion block is in the middle of the barrio, 
The center of this block is a public 
park and surrounding it will be the 
church, the school and the store. 

During the rainy season 200 shade 
and fruit trees will be set out and 
hedges will be planted around the im 
dividual blocks. In rear of the entire 
barrio is space for gardens, which will 
be planted and cared for by the school 
children as part of their instruction. 

Six hundred families will eventually 
be housed in this barrio under the di- 
rect supervision of the post medical 
officer and in sanitary surroundings.

AGAIN, CONGRESS has given recognition in laws to the principle that the 
high cost of living demands increased compensation. The laws to which we 
refer are those increasing the pensions of veterans of the Spanish War and the 
disabled of the World War. The enactment of the former has been made over 
the veto of the President, and in spite of his cry of the prospect of the 
appearance of the financial wolf. In view of this action, it seems to us proper to 
inquire whether the same fundamental principle should not be applied imme- 
diately to the pay of the Services. 





i MAKING THE PENSION increase, did Congress appoint a joint commis- 

sion to conduct an inquiry into the whole subject? It did not! Did a com- 
mission recommend the creation of a second interdepartmental board to draft a 
bill for submission to it after the November elections? It did not! Did a conr 
mission suggest that the proposed legislation be microscopically examined by 
the Comptroller General? It did not! No-sir-re-Bob! Congress got up on its 
ear and acted. Why? Oh, gentle reader, can you not see the bird lime spread 
upon the branches of the political tree in order to capture the vote in November? 





UST AS THE SERVICES are heartily opposed to interference with civilian 
direction of the Government, so are we. The worst thing for our country, the 
worst thing for the Services themselves, would be military domination and espe- 
cially military domination of the Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps and the 
Coast Guard. But we face totally inadequate compensation, we face refusal on 
the part of those in power to remedy a condition they know is unjust, unfair, 
and that reflects upon the Government and at the same time impairs the efficiency 
of national defense. We know the President and the Congress can be swayed 
only by one thing—votes. The action taken with respect to pensions is a further 
evidence of this fact. 





T IS WITH RELUCTANCE that we suggest this, but desperate conditions 
require desperate remedies. We suggest that every officer and every man, 
active and retired, tell his home folk what has happened in connection with the 
increase in pay proposal, and ask them to write to their Senators and Congress, 
BEFORE ELECTION, inquiring what they propose to do and WHEN! We urge 
similar action on the part of members of the National Guard and Reserves. We 
guarantee that if this procedure be followed, the President and members of the 
two Houses will be in a more amenable frame of mind when the next session 
begins. We promise to do our share. You do yours! 





YY OULDNT IT BE a good idea, now that we have so many Generals, to do 
something special for the Commander-in-Chief of the A. E. F.? It is true 
he is General of the Armies of the United States, but the glamor has been re- 
moved from this title since the Chief of Staff was made a full General and war- 
time rank has been conferred upon the men who served in France and even in 
Washington. We sometimes think the rank of Field Marshal should be created 
for his benefit, which would give him equality with the commanders in Europe 
and which would indubitably place him in the popular mind above the men who 
served under him or, during the war, at home. Devoted as practically all of the 
latter are to Pershing, we have no doubt they would gladly welcome further 
recognition of the monumental service he rendered to his country. We ask the 
Congress to think this over. 





ais IS INDEED a peaceful world, and the evidence is the Kellogg Peace Pact 
and the London Disarmament Treaty. Of course, there is civil war in China, 
ive resistance in India, revolution in Bolivia, strained relations between 
rance and Italy and the Red menace everywhere. We may have forgotten a 
few other parts of the earth where might holds sway and the envy and hatred 
which exist for us abroad, but never mind. The United States is rich, and we 
can call millions to the colors tomorrow, turn out hundreds of thousands of rifles 
and thousands of guns the same day, build ships in record-breaking time, and 
cloud the air with dirigibles and planes. Of course, there is the little matter of 
delay in the execution of such a program, and naturally losses in life and prop- 
erty due to lack of preparation and training, will occur. But what would you? 
Let us economize in dollars now and lavishly waste lives and millions in the day 
of emergency! 





ANOTHER COMMISSION, a Joint Congressional Commission at that, has been 

created to make a National Defense Study. Its purpose is to consider an 
amendment to the Constitution providing for the taking of private property for 
public use in time of war. The design is to take profiteering out of war. The 
result will be, if action occur, to make every industry serve the country against 
an enemy. Proposed first by Congressman McSwain, of South Carolina, reintro- 
duced by Congressman Wainwright, of New York, and then by Congressman 
Snell, of New York, it has been variously modified until, as enacted, it applies 
only to property and does not permit consideration of the conscription of labor. 
It is our view that in time of war, everything—man, factory, and farm power— 
should be conscripted. Modern war demands universal service, and the exemp- 
tion of any one class is in violation of the preamble of the Constitution te provide 
for the “common defense.” 





WE HAVE MADE another trip across the country and took advantage of our 
opportunity to probe the public mind as to the London Treaty. We discov- 
ered an appalling ignorance of the character and effect of the provisions of that 
Treaty. But we discovered also an underlying opposition to the ratification of 
any and all treaties which tie us up with Europe. In the Middle West, farthest 
removed from the Coasts, we found a strong sentiment behind a navy adequate 
for our own needs and our own defense, and hostility to the idea that the size of 
our Fleet should be dictated by England or any other foreign power. It is-appar- 
ent the ground is fertile for a crop of strong opposition to the London instru- 
ment, and we predict when the attention of the country is directed upon its 
laring defects, as it will be during the extra session, the Senate will be Ids 
Sapeaee to heed the Presidential direction for prompt ratification.

There are 49 mar- 
ried, six bachelor quarters, sufficient 
for assigned and visiting officers, 
Roads in the vicinity are paved and can 
be used all year. Sports are tennis, 
swimming, golf, riding, baseball, bas- 
ketball, hunting, fishing, ete. Golf can 
be played at Ft. Amador, C. Z., three 
miles away. Weather conditions are 
excellent, neither very hot nor very 
cold; climate is tropical. Cotton is 
worn. Infantry garrisons the post 
There is a Protestant post chaplain, 
and Catholic services are also held ev- 
ery Sunday.

Col. Hoop To Retire 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—After 30 years 
of service in the United States Army, 
Lt. Col. Oscar W. Hoop, Inf., will re- 
tire from active duty, Oct. 31, 1930. 
He left here June 30, driving to Tulsa, 
Okla., where he is to teach American 
History in the University. 

Col. Hoop was born in Greenfield, 
Iowa, Oct. 5, 1882. He entered col- 
lege when 14 years old and later en- 
listed in the army. 

He was sent to the Philippines where 
he was a private in Co. K, 12th Inf. 
In 1902 he was detailed to Ft. Doug- 
las for a period of two years, being 
at that time a corporal with Co. C, 
12th Inf.

AC Technical Bill Passed 


GUSPENSION of the rules permitted 
passage by the House, on June 30, 
of H. R. 12923, authorizing appropria- 
tion of $4,370,019 for Air Corps tech- 
nical construction, etc. On July 2 the 
measure passed the Senate without 
amendment and without debate. 

Mr. Collins was again heard on the 
question of sustaining War Depart- 
ment construction from the sale of 
other property, on June 30, and the 
House likewise heard from Mr. O’Con- 
nor of Louisiana, who answered the 
Collins ideas in language very likely 
to be quoted on occasion by friends of 
the military establishment. 

Discussion was as follows: 

Mr. Collins. I called the gentleman’s 
attention awhile ago to appropriations 
for housing the Army. The gentleman 
seems to think that the money for all 
of these expenditures came from the 
sale of land. 

Mr. Ransley. If the gentleman re- 
fers to the housing bill, yes. 

Mr. Collins. The gentleman was in 
error in his statement. The commit- 
tee has appropriated up to date ap- 
proximately $57,442,000. 

Mr. Ransley. Yes. 

Mr. Collins. And of that amount 
less than one-third has come from the 
sale of property—of real estate. 

In addition the program of the de- 
partment as presented by the Quarter- 
master General calls for construction 
estimated to cost $180,200,000, and less 
than one-twentieth of the remainder of 
that amount will come from the sale 
of property. 

The gentleman also stated that he 
knew nothing of the President’s pro- 
gram reducing military expenditures. 
The Congress has given full recogni- 
tion to that commission in the War De- 
partment appropriation bill. 

Mr. Ransley. Yes. 

Mr. O’Connor of Louisiana. When 
the act was passed authorizing the sale 
of surplus military property, such as 
reservations, barracks, grounds, and so 
forth, some years ago many Members 
protested that it was the enactment 
of a very uncertain proposition. 

Many of us alleged the lack of pub- 
lic policy and wisdom in such legisla- 
tion. We stated that the land author- 
ized to be sold would increase in value 
necessarily as the years went by and 
that they should be held for the his- 
toric background behind them. 

I, for one, argued against such a 
.sale on still another ground. I held 
that the sale of property in order to 
secure housing facilities was a shame- 
ful admission that Congress had not 
given the men proper care by proper 
appropriations out of ample revenues. 

I held and I will always be glad that 
I held that we should provide amply 
for our soldiers out of ample revenues 
and not admit that we needed the lit- 
tle sums gathered here and there from 
the sale of property throughout the 
United States. It did not even have 
the dignity of a real-estate transac- 
tion. It smacked of a junk-store idea, 
and one could easily conjure up a sale 
of odds and ends to secure subsistence 
for the soldiers of the richest country 
on the face of the earth. I wanted 
to make the statement, because this is 
a reiteration of the stand which I and 
others then took.

Baltimore—The Secretary of War 
has informed the commanding general, 
8rd Corps Area, that he approves the 
program for the fifth annual anti-air- 
craft exercise to be held at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, beginning Aug. 15. 

The exercise will be conducted under 
the joint supervision of the Chiefs of 
Air Corps, Coast Artillery and of 
Ordnance. The latest types of fire- 
control equipment, including  direc- 
tors, height finders, and transmission 
systems, will be tested, in connection 
with the recently standardized three- 
inch gun and mount, fixed 155 mili- 
meter gun and mount, and most re- 
cent type of millimeter gun and 
mount. 

Multipe machine-gun truck mounts, 
equipped with 50 caliber machine 
guns, will be tested, to determine their 
value in protecting marching columns 
from enemy aircraft. Aircraft will 
tow sleeve targets for these tests, at 
altitudes varying from 5,000 to 18,000 
feet, and actual firing will be done 
against these towed targets.

t, and finally the Foreign Relations 
mmittee in reporting the treaty fav- 
orably does it without one word of 
comment, explanation, or elucidation. 
“Mere Barren Document” 

The treaty comes upon the floor, 
therefore, the mere barren document 
executed at London, with the printed 
hearings, of course, that have been 
held, without detailed report or expla- 
nation, but with what, doubtless, in 
the opinion of its advocates, may be 
much more important, the mute votes 
of the majority members of the For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

It is quite necessary, in order to have 
an adequate conception of what should 
have been done at London, to recall 
what has happened at previous confer- 
ences for naval limitation. Naval lim- 
itation was first really sought at the 
Washington conference of 1922. In the 
first enthusiasm for armament limita- 
tion and reduction it was assumed that 
real advancement was there made. Our 
Government by its words and its acts 
demonstrated its sincerity for limita- 
tion and reduction, and that from the 
Washington conference came neither 
was no fault of the United States. 

We find in the report of the Ameri- 
can delegation, headed by the then Sec- 
retary of State, Charles Evans Hughes, 
which was submitted to the President 
February 9, 1922, and printed as a 
public document (there is no similar 
report here) that at the opening of 
the Washington conference a definite 
American plan was submitted to the 
British Empire and Japan. The report 
proceeds (what a pity there is no such 
explanation to guide us respecting the 
London conference): 

Report for 1922 Treaty 

“The American plan taerefore tempo- 
rarily postponed the consideration of the 
navies of France and Italy and definittly 
ee a program of limitation for the 

nited States, British Empire and Japan. 
The proposal was one of renunciation of 
building programs, of scrapping of exist- 
ing — and of establishing an agreed 
ratio of naval strength. It was a proposal 


ment in making the proposal at once 

stated the sacrifices which it was ready to 

make and upon the basis of which alone 
it asked commensurate sacrifices of otn- 
ers. 

“The American plan rested upon the 
application of these four general prin- 
ciples: 

..“(1) That all capital-ship building pro- 
rams, either actual or projected, should 
e abandoned; 

“(2) That further reduction should be 
made through the scrapping of certain 
of the older ships; 

“(3) That in general regard should be 
aad to the existing naval strength of the 
powers concerned; 

“(4) That the capital-ship tonnage 
should be used as the measurement of 
strength for navies and a proportionate 
allowance of auxiliary combatant craft 
prescribed.” 

The report after the statement of the 
American plan continues (what an aid 
it would if similarly we could follow 
what happened at London) : 

“This proposal was presented on behalf 
of the American delegation at the first 
session of the conference, and at once 
evoked from the other delegates expres- 
sions of assent in principle.” 

The report continues: 

“It was obvious that no agreement for 
limitation was possible if the three pow- 
ers were not content to take as a basis 
their actual existing naval strength. * * * 

“When the argument was presented by 
Japan that a better ratio—that is, one 
more favorable to Japan than that as- 
signed by the Americn plan—should be 

opted and emphasis was placed upon 
the asserted needs of Japan, the answer 

was made that if Japan was entitled to a 

better ratio upon the basis of actual ex- 

isting naval strength, it should be, but 
otherwise it could not be accepted. The 

American plan fixed the ratio between the 

United States, the British Empire, and 

Japan as 5-5-3 or 10-10-6; Great Britain 

at once agreed, but the Japanese Govern- 

ment desired a ratio of 10-10-7. * * * 
“The American Government submitted 

to the British and Japanese naval experts 

its records with respect to the extent of 
the work which had been done on the 
ships under construction and the negotia- 
tions resulted in an acceptance by both 

Great Britain and Japan of the ratio 

which the American Government had pro- 


Restricted Far East Bases 
“Before assenting to this ratio the Jap- 
anese Government desired assurances with 
regard to the increase of fortifications and 
naval bases in tae Pacific Ocean. * * * 
“After prolonged negotiations the three 
wers—the United States, the British 
pire, and Japan—made an agreement 
that the status quo at the time of the 
signing of the naval treaty, with regard 
to fortifications and naval bases, should 
be maintained in respective terri- 
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The treaty presented by the Wash- 
ington conference severely restricted 
our naval bases in the Pacific Ocean 
west of Hawaii, which is distant nearly 
3,000 miles from Japan and almost 
5,000 miles from Manila. These re- 
strictions were admittedly the price 
paid by the United States for the 5-3 
ratio with Japan, and the obligations 
of the United States in respect to its 
naval possessions in the Pacific have 
been scrupulously observed. 


We have been at some pains to dem- 
onstrate the ratio that was accorded 
at the Washington conference of 1922, 
because, with a most peculiar lack of 
knowledge, it has been asserted re- 
peatedly by our representatives that 
by the Washington conference a ratio 
was fixed in respect to battleships and 
airplane carriers alone, and that there 
was no agreement. at all in regard to 
auxiliary craft. It is quite true that 
the Washington conference did not deal 
with scrapping and the like of cruisers 
and auxiliary vessels, but it is no less 
true that there was a definite and dis- 
tinct understanding upon. which our 
country acted and is acting today in 
reference to its possessions in the Pa- 
cific by which the ratio not only of 
battleships but auxiliary vessels was 
fixed by the three nations—5 for Great 
Britain, 5 for America, and 3 for Japan. 
Forgetfulness of what transpired at the 
Washington conference and a mistaken 
view that no ratio was fixed for auxil- 
iary craft at Washington led our rep- 
resentatives at London into error, and 
apparently there, by conceding the lack 
of ratio, they eliminated what had in 
reality been agreed upon at the Wash- 
ington conference to the great detri- 
ment and disadvantage of our Nation. 

Battleships Scrapped 

The immediate aftermath of the 
Washington conference was the scrap- 
ping by the United States of battle- 
ships upon which some hundreds of 
millions of dollars of our taxpayers’ 
money had just been spent. Our sac- 
rifices were infinitely greater than 
those of any other nation, and this is 
the admitted fact. Not only did we 
make the sacrifice in dollars and cents, 
but in battleships that had no peer in 
all the world, and we permitted our 
naval bases to remain in status quo, 
without in reality corresponding re- 
strictions upon Japan and with the 
British left with their full rights as 
close to the Orient as Singapore. We 
destroyed our taxpayers’ property and 
restricted ourselves much more severely 
than either of the other nations. This 
was done upon the theory that we had 
obtained a naval limitation treaty, that 
the ratio of the-navies of the three 
great nations was 5-5-3, that competi- 
tion in naval armament had been for- 
ever stopped, and that our taxpayers 
had been relieved of a most onerous 
burden of taxation. 

Indeed, after the Weshington confer- 
ence the chief of the American dele- 
gation, singing its praises, said: 

“It is obvious that this agreement 
means ultimately an enormous saving of 
money and the lifting of a heavy and un- 
necessary burden. Tne treaty absolutely 
stops the race in competition in naval 
armament. At the same time it leaves the 
relative security of the great naval pow- 
ers unimpaired.” 

Renewed Competition . 

We had scarcely ceased applauding 
the eloquent words of Mr. Hughes at 
the close of the conference before our 
disillusionment came. Immediately 
thereafter Great Britain and Japan be- 
gan building cruisers. The competition 
in naval armament that we boasted had 
been so effectively stopped by the 
Washington conference really began 
immediately thereafter. There was no 
lifting of any burden of taxation from 
peoples. The Washington agreement 
instead of leaving relative security of 
the great naval powers unimpaired left 
it unstable and uncertain, and by one 
of the paradoxes of diplomacy we found 
at London these results of the Wash- 
ington conference seriously urged by 
our representatives as reasons for the 
execution of the London treaty, and 
they are now with al seriousness 
insisting that these results demand the 
London treaty ratification. 

Feverishly after the Washington con- 
ference building of warships was en- 
gaged in by Great Britain and Japan. 
The United States pursued the even 
tenor of its way and adopted finally a 
cruiser program, which i been ac- 
cepted as a national naval policy. But 
a small part of this policy has been 
thus far carried out. Many more cruis- 
ers have been built by Japan and Great 
Britain than by our country, and 
strangely enough the representatives 
of the richest country in the world, the 
only nation where economic necessity 





tories and posseasions.” 


deemed appropriate or necessary, ask 
that we accept by the London treaty 
a situation forced upon us by Great 
Britain and Japan by which we freeze 
our Navy into a condition which will 
still further handicap us in any future 
conferences. 

Need 8-Inch Gun Cruisers 

For many years past there has ex- 
isted within our Government what is 
termed the General Board of the Navy 
that reports in all naval matters to the 
Secretary of the Navy, and makes its 
recommendations concerning the naval 
interests of our Government. For a 
decade this General Board, composed 
of those learned in their profession and 
expert in its technical ramifications, has 
definitely recommended, and this recom- 
mendation has become our fixed policy, 
that 8-imch-gun cruisers were essential 
for the protection of American com- 
merce, especially in view of the posses- 
sion by other navies of battle cruisers 
and of naval bases and merchant ma- 
rine superior to us. From time im- 
memorial it has been held in our coun- 
try that the primary purpose of the 
Navy was the protection of our com- 
merce. We are very much inferior in 
our merchant marine to Great Britain, 
and our agreement not to strengthen 
our bases in the Pacific greatly lessened 
our real naval power there. The lack 
of these bases and the inferiority of 
our merchant marine emphasize the 
absolute necessity for our country to 
possess the strongest type of cruiser 
permitted within the limitations of our 
treaty obligations, and this is the 8- 
inch-gun cruiser. 

Our General Board has insisted that 
within the total tonnage allowed by 
treaties we should be permitted to 
build such ships as we desired, and 
that other nations should have the like 
privilege. The very crux of one of the 
controversies over the London treaty 
is this right of the United States to 
build within the tonnage provided, suit- 
able ships for the United States. The 
right is demanded by some of us. It 
is denied by Great Britain. In the 
London treaty Great Britain prevails. 

At the Geneva conference in 1927 our 
delegation, acting under the instruc- 
tions of President Coolidge, refused to 
yield the right of the United States to 
build within the tonnage limitation the 
type of cruiser which we needed, and 
upon that issue the conference failed. 
We declined to yield either to the de- 
mand of Great Britain that we build 
the kind of cruiser for the United 
States that Great Britain insisted we 
should build. The Hon. Hugh Gibson, 
one of the American ambassadors at 
Geneva, then stated: 

Geneva and London 
- “The immediate and obvious result of 
acquiescing in these British proposals 
would have been that the British Empire 
would have been able tv build exactly 
what it desired, and that we, on the other 
hand, would be restrained from building 
what we considered we might need. * * *” 
In no more apt language could the 
situation at Geneva be described and 
no more apt language could character- 
ize what happened at London. 
The controversy at Geneva was a. 
conflict between the naval policy of 
Great Britain and the naval policy 
of the United States. On the one hand 
Great Britain insisted upon the division 
of cruisers into two categories, and re- 
fused absolutely to permit the United 
States to build, within the tonnage lim- 
itation allowed, such cruisers as the 
United States desired. The United 
States demanded this right, which it 
readily accorded to Great Britain. 
Great Britain demanded the right to 
direct what we should do. Great Bri- 
tain failed at Geneva. Great Britain 
won at London. 
It becomes important to keep in mind 
this situation: One American adminis- 
tration, one set of American represen- 
tatives, and the American Navy, with 
few exceptions, insisted upon the Am- 
erican policy at Geneva, always accord- 
ing exactly the same right that we 
claimed to Great Britain. Another 
set of representatives, another admin- 
istration, but the Navy still protesting, 
scrapped the American policy at Lon- 
don, and accepted for the American 
Navy what Great Britain has insisted 
America must accept. 
Exactly when it was determined that 
we should forget the i policy 
is shrouded in mystery, because the 
Foreign Relations Committee, the Am- 
erican Senate,.and the American peo- 
ple, are denied the papers, the docu- 
ments, and communications relating to 
the London conference. 

Cruiser Controversy 
The cruiser controversy, which here- 
after in detail will be referred to, is in 


——__ 


The statements of Lord Balfour at 
Washington and the British represen, 
tative at Geneva clearly demonstrat, 
this. The whole British case js 

upon their needs for protecting their 
trade. They have this right and ought 
to be accorded it. The American pogj. 
tion, while admitting to the British the 
right to protect their trade, has main- 
tained that we should have an 

right to protect an equal trade. 

By the restriction placed upon us jg 
the matter of 8-inch-gun cruisers, the 
ability to protect American trade jg 
tremendously less than what is now the 
ability of the British to protect their 
trade. The British with. their bases, 
with their merchant ships upon which 
6-inch guns may be mounted, with 
every trade route in the world domi. 
nated by the British Navy, can protect 
their commerce adequately, and can do 
this with the smaller gun cruisers; 
but we, without bases, with but one. 
fourth of the craft Britain has, which 
may be transformed into fighting ships, 
absolutely require the larger gun cruis- 
er for our protection. 

The paradox in the case is that even 
though we retain our right to build all 
of the cruisers of the 8-inch-gun type, 
and Britain chose to build most of the 
6-inch-gun type, while we better our 
position and could more nearly ap. 
proach protection of our commerce, we 
could not possibly overcome the handi- 
caps of her superiority in battle cruis- 
ers, naval bases, and merchant-marine 
preponderance. Her trade would still 
remain substantially safe the world. 
over against the possibility of attacks 
upon it, whereas she would retain the 
power while protecting absolutely her 
own trade effectively to attack any 
other. In the last analysis, therefore, 
the 8-inch-gun cruiser affords the Unit- 
ed States merely a better protection. 
without overcoming all of the handi- 
caps incident to the factors in naval 
power, other than naval vessels them- 
selves. 

Parity 

After the ratification of the Wash- 
ington treaty, when the American peo- 
ple began to take stock of what had 
been done, when our so-called states- 
men had dropped from the clouds, 
where they had been singing paeans 
of praise to peace, and when sanity 
returned to those who give an occa’ 
sional thought to their Nation’s fu- 
ture, it was found that none of the 
things so fondly hoped for, and which 
our people had been told had been ac- 
complished in a sanctified atmosphere, 
had really happened. It took a long 
time for the consequences of the Wash- 
ington conference to penetrate the mists 
of an almost overwhelming propaganda 
and finally to permeate all classes of 
our people. When ultimately, however, 
the people understood the results— 
that they had from a position of su- 
periority, at a tremendous cost, been 
maneuvered into a position of inferi- 
ority— there began the cry in our 
country for parity of our Navy with 
that of any other in the world. Two 
Presidents successively heeded this com 
stantly increasing demand, and both 
President Harding and President Cool- 
idge voiced the insistence of a disil- 
lusioned people for parity for our Navy 
with that of any other navy in the 
world. 

In 1929 no administration could with- 
stand this insistence of a people who 
felt themselves outraged by the results 
of the Washington conference, and 80 
in the preliminary negotiations of the 
London treaty, according to the press 
(we are denied any knowledge of ex 
actly what transpired), those repre 
senting the United States Government 
insisted upon parity between our Navy 
and that of Great Britain. 

When Premier MacDonald spoke 
charmingly and eloquently to the Unit 
ed States Senate, he said in the course 
of his delightful speech: 

“What is all this bother about par 
ity? Parity? Take it without tf 
serve, heaped up and flowing over. 
The boast most often heard by the 
sponsors of the London treaty is t 
finally it has given to us parity.

armor, protection, and other essential 
respects to any other battleships in 
either navy. The effect of the con- 
struction of these two superdread- 
naughts was not only to modernize the 
battleship power of the British Navy, 
but by reason of that alone, to give 
the British a battleship force far su- 

perior to our own. y 

British Method of Modernizing 
er the London treaty the dispar- 

Pay gs is rectified through the 

scrapping of five British and three Am- 

erican battleships. The disparity in the 
total tonnage of remaining battleships, 
however, is not fully corrected, since 
after all scrapping is completed the 

British will still have a surplus of 

about 25,000 tons of battleships more 

than America. This surplus is nearly 
equivalent to one battleship. Thus 
there still remains a disparity of bat- 

tleships in total tonnage. . 

The further disparity of battleship 
power under the London treaty, inci- 
dent to the British possessing the new 
and modern battleships Rodney and 
Nelson, is much more marked. Ad- 
miral Leahy, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, whose testimony not even 
the proponents of the treaty question, 
said before the committee that by vir- 
tue of these two ships alone the Brit- 
ish are given “a very marked super- 
iority” over our battleship fleet. 

It is obvious that the more nearly 
the two fleets are scrapped down to 
the Rodney and Nelson the greater will 
become the relative superiority of Brit- 
ish battleship power over us. 

Under the battleship holiday provid- 
ed by the London treaty it is proposed 
that we are to compensate ourselves 
in part for the Rodney and Nelson su- 
periority by modernizing our old ships. 
Such modernization, of course, can 
never bring us up to complete parity. 
It can in part only rectify our defi- 
ciency, and it involves the spending of 
many millions of dollars which could be 
more effectively and more economically 
utilized by the common-sense British 
method of modernizing battleship power 
through building new ships to replace 
old ones. 

The testimony of Admiral Rock, the 
Chief Constructor of our Navy, and the 
responsible official for such data, is 
that our modernization program in the 
aggregate amounts to about $118,000,- 
000. We have already spent $23,300,- 
000 on modernizing eight ships, three 
of which are to be scrapped under the 
London treaty. We are now engaged 
in modernizing two more battleships 
under an appropriation of $14,800,000, 
and there is pending before the Con- 
gress an item of $30,000,000 for mod- 
ernizing three more old battleships. 
After this shall have been done, accord- 
mg to the testimony, there are five 
more battleships, to quote the record, 
that “require to be modernized in order 
to make them comparable with the for- 
eign more modern battleships.” These 
last five are to cost $8,000,000 apiece, 
or a total of $40,000,000. 

Of the enormous total of $118,000,- 
000, we have already spent or have 
been obligated to spend about $38,000,- 
000, leaving $80,000,000 still to be ap-

Inferiority in Battleskips 
We speak of this question of mod- 
ernization because it is one of the 
boasted “permissions” which our dele- 
gates to London say they have obtained 
from Great Britain. It must be kept 
in mind that our representatives at 
London, realizing our inferiority in bat- 
tleships, demanded in writing in the 
first proposal they made the right to 
construct a ship like the Rodney and 
Nelson. Instantly Great Britain re- 
fused, and with the refusal of Great 
Britain the suggestion ended, but the 
advocates of the treaty who appeared 
before the committees laid great stress 
upon the fact that they had succeeded 
in obtaining from Great Britain the 
right of modernization, and this, those 
who testified, asserted to have been a 
marvelous victory. We already had 
that right, and when Great Britain 
accorded it to our representatives at 
London, they accorded us something 
that was already ours, and which our 
State Department had ruled was ours. 
Of course, we were not permitted to 
build a battleship, which would give 
us parity with Great Britain, but we 
were permitted to exercise what had 
already been decided was our right. 
The exercise of this modernization pro- 
gram Great Britain knew, just as we 
know now, will leave us in battleship 
power still inferior. 
We are denied the full information 
which would enable us authoritatively 
from the documents to speak; but from 
the information which has come to us 
—information we believe to be accurate 
and reliable—we think we are justified 
in stating that at the Rapidan Premier 
MacDonald committed himself to our 
building a new battleship. The Premier 
of Great Britain, however, must reckon 
with the British Admiralty, whose 
views on naval matters in Great Bri- 
tain are practically supreme; and 
doubtless the British Admiralty (how 
different is our treatment of our naval 
officers and experts) decreed we could 
not have a new battleship, and, of 
course, that ended the matter. - 
Parity in Cruisers 
One of the peculiarities of the treaty 
is the meticulous care with which dur- 
ing the life of the treaty our country 
is left always in a position of inferi- 
ority. Any computation made in any 
fashion from the date of the signing 
of the treaty until the last day of its 
life, because of its peculiar phraseology 
and the singular exceptions made, will 
always leave the United States in a 
position of inferiority in naval strength. 
Nothing better illustrates this than the 
provisions relating to cruisers. Here 
we find every member of the General 
Board in agreement, and supporting 
them a great preponderance of the offi- 
cers of the United States Navy. It is 
not a question of one admiral express- 
ing his views. It is the expression of 
a practically universal sentiment by 
those who know the very nature of the 
treaty, by officers giving responsible 
official advice. If those who are to 
pass ultimately upon this document will 
but take the trouble carefully to study 
the treaty, they can reach but one con- 
clusion, that expressed by the members 
of the General Board, and nearly all 
the officers of the United States Navy. 
The situation is cogently stated in 
the testimony of Admiral Reeves, which 
is here quoted: 


Adm. Reeves Testifies 


“Admiral Reeves. Of course, one of the 
most important points in connection with 
fais treaty is the question of parity. I 
wish to comment first on the question of 
parity during the life of the treaty. The 
second point I will deal with is the ques- 
tion of parity upon the conclusion of the 
treaty. 

“The treaty during its life nominally 
assigns to the United States eighteen 8- 
inch cruisers, and nominally assigns to 
Great Britain fifteen 8-inch cruisers. 
“According to the terms of the treaty 
the United States will be permitted to 
actually ‘aave built and in commission 
during the life of tne treaty sixteen 8- 
inch cruisers, and Great Britain will be 
permitted to actually have built and in 
commission during the whole term of the 
treaty except the last year nineteen 
cruisers of this category. 

“The Chairman. Nineteen 8-inch cruis- 
ers? 

“Admiral Reeves. Yes, sir; of such cate- 
gory (a). During the last year she will 
have 18 of this type of gaips. 

“During the actual life of the treaty 
Great Britain will have a superiority in 
the 6-inch cruisers as well as in the 8- 
inch class, The total tonnage that the 
United States may have during the term 
of the treaty is 303,500 tons of cruisers 
built and in commission. Great Britain 
during this period will have a total cruis- 








the terms of the treaty—and the treaty 
is not effective after December 31, 1936— 
Great Britain will have nineteen 8-inch 
cruisers and a superiority of 6-inch cruis- 
ers except in the last year when she will 
have eighteen 8-inch cruisers, with a to- 
tal tonnage of 339,000 tons. 
“The United States will be permitted 
to have sixteen 8-inéa cruisers and an in- 
feriority of 6-inch as well as a total 
cruiser tonnage of 303,500. 
“Senator Walsh of Montana. Will you 
explain how it is that Great Britain will 
have 19 during the life of the treaty? 
“Admiral Reeves. She is permitted fif- 
teen 8-inch cruisers plus the four Hawk- 
ins class, which are in faat subcategory. 
Those ships have a total tonnage of over 
39,000 tons and carry 7 1-2-inch guns. 
They come in subcategory (a). 
“Upon the conclusion of the treaty, the 
date upon which we are supposed to at- 
tain parity, the two nations will be left 
by the terms of the treaty in the follow- 
ing situation in regard to total cruiser 
tonnage built and building: The United 
States, 337,600 tons; Great Britain, 425,- 
350 tons. 
“Of ner 425,350 tons, as I read the 
treaty, Great Britain may have built and 
building a total of twenty-three 8-inch 
cruisers. 
“(Note.—When Admiral Reeves testi- 
fied there yet existed in Article XIX of 
the treaty an ambiguity by which Great 
Britain mignt have replaced 86,000 tons 
of cruisers by vessels of the 8-inch-gun 
type. Subsequently an exchange of notes 
clarified this point, limiting the replace- 
ment by Britain to 6-inch-gun cruisers. 
The total tonnage, however, is not af- 
fected by these notes.) 
“The ratios during the life of the 
treaty with the tonnage that we may have 
in commission and which Great Britain 
will have in commission is 5 for the 
United States, 5.58 for Great Britain, and 
the ratio of the cruiser tonnage built 
and building with whiéa the treaty leaves 
us is 5 for the United States and 6.3 for 
Great Britain. 
“This is not a question of parity; it is 
one of inferiority, and inferiority that 
imperils the security of our commerce. 
“The reason Great Britain is in a po- 
sition upon the conclusion of this treaty 
to have under construction 86,500 tons is 
because this treaty has reduced the age 
limit of her cruisers to 16 years. And this 
leads me to the third point tat I wish 
to cover briefly in this oral statement, 
and that is the number of fundamental 
recommendations made by the General 
Board prior to the London conference, 
which were conceded or canceled in that 
conference. 
“The General Board and the American 
position has consistently maintained, up 
to this London conference freedom for 
Americans to decide the type of Ameri- 
can ships that saould compose the Amer- 
ican Navy. That point was conceded in 
principle and in fact in the London treaty. 
The General Board recommended, and our 
position has always been consistently 
maintained, that there should be no sub- 
division in the different categories of 
ships. 
“Senator Johnson. Pardon me, you said 
that the right of Americans to build 
Amtrican ships for the American Navy 
was conceded in tae London conference. 
Did you mean that? 
“Admiral Reeves. I mean that principle. 
“Senator Johnson. It was conceded to 
Great Britain, you mean. 
“Admiral Reeves. Yes, sir; it was con- 
ceded both in principle and in actual 
fact. 
“Senator Johnson. Excuse my interrup- 
tion, but I thought it might be taken that 
it was suggested that it was maintained 
here. 
“Admiral Reeves. No, sir. The Ameri- 
can position that there should be no sub- 
division in categories was also abandoned. 
The cruiser category was subdivided into 
two distinct classes, a very serious disad- 
vantage to the United States. 
“The General Board recommended and 
pointed out at length, and emphasized 
that there should be no laying down of 
replacement tonnage prior to December 
31, 1936. This point was also abandoned; 
and that is why Great Britain is enabled 
upon the conclusion of the treaty to have 
this enormous cruiser tonnage under con- 
struction. 
“Upon the age limit tae General Board 
pointed out the disadvantage of reducing 
the age limit of cruisers. This point dur- 
ing tae preliminary negotiations was at 
one time understood to be settled. At a 
lattr date the General Board did accept 
a reduction in the age limit of seven of 
the British ships, but in doing so made 
it clear that it was a concession upon our 
part, and pointed out the danger of such 
action at London. The reduction of the 
age limit to 16 years for ships construct- 
ed, laid down prior to 1920, affected 23 
British cruisers instead of these 7 that I 
have mentioned. 
“The General Board, after enumerating 
these principles which have been the prin- 
ciples of our negotiations in limitation 
up to the present London conference, 
stated that if all of these principles be 
included in an agreement then the Gen- 
eral Board, referring to specific details, 
stated that we could accept a rock-bottom 
minimum of twenty-one 8-inch cruisers 
for the period of this treaty if such pro- 
cedure were necessary in order to reach 
an agreement. It was made perfectly clear 
and definite that no reduction below that 
figure should even be considered.” 
The testimony of Admiral Reeves is 





admirably presents our lack of parity 
in cruisers under the London treaty. 
It must not be understood that Admiral 
Reeves alone testified to this situation. - 
He is corroborated by at least 20 other 
witnesses, who testified before the For- 
eign Relations Committee, and his tes- 
timony is scarcely denied by any wit- 
ness at all. What Admiral Reeves 
proves is not demonstrated therefore 
by a mere preponderance of evidence, 
but by the overwhelming mass in num- 
bers of witnesses and in the quality of 
their evidence. 
Important Factors 

In considering this question of our 
want of parity in cruisers we have to 
take into account the important factors 
of strength, which may flow (1) from 
having comparatively new ships, or (2) 
from having ships actually under con- 
struction additional to those which 
may be already completed. 

Admiral Reeves has pointed out that 
the position of the General Board, when 
it reluctantly consented to reducing our 
8-inch-gun cruiser quota from 23 to 21, 
was partly predicated upon limiting 
British replacements to no more than 
seven ships. Yet our London delega- 
tion not only reduced the General 
Board’s irreducible minimum of our 8~ 
inch-gun cruisers. from 21 down to 18, 
but at the same time the British were 
accorded the privilege of modernizing 
their cruiser fleet through the construc- 
tion of 23 new cruisers during the life 
of the treaty, instead of being restrict- 
ed to the replacement of only seven 
cruisers during this period. 

In regard to the factor of strength 
incident to having ships under construc- 
tion, additional to those already built it 
is noteworthy that at the expiration of 
the treaty on the 31st of December, 
1936, the comparative figures for total 
tonnage of cruisers both built and 
building will be as follows:

Obviously both of these important 
factors of cruiser strength, which deny 
us parity in cruisers, have been manip- 
ulated against us. It was possible to 
do so largely by reason of the arbi- 
trary reduction in the age limit of 
cruisers from 20 years to 16 years. 
against which the General Boa 
strongly advised in advance of the con- 
ference. This reduction of cruiser age, 
sought and obtained by foreign powers, 
resulted in advancing the dates when 
replacements could normally begin for 
172,000 tons of British cruisers and 
32,000 tons of Japanese cruisers. 
These figures of abnormally speeded- 
up cruiser construction on the part of 
Great Britain and Japan are in sharp 
contrast with the frequently reiterated 
statements made by members of the 
American delegation before the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations and by 
radio to the American people, that Bri- 
tain and Japan are committed to the 
halting of their cruiser construction 
to permit America to catch up with 
them in this class of ship. It has been 
upon this false premise that these rep- 
resentatives of our Government have 
predicated their weak justification of 
the sacrifice of American interests 
which they have made. 

The Cruiser Controversy 
The cruiser is a necessary and indis- 
pensable part of a navy. Great Britain 
desires one kind. The United States 
up to the time of. the London treaty

Minority Report on Treaty 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
has desired another kind. Great Bri- 
tain has many naval bases and num- 
erous large merchant ships capable of 
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ready transformation into fighting 
ships. America has few naval bases 
and not one-fourth the merchant ships 
available to Britain for naval. fighting 
auxiliaries. The Washington confer- 
ence limited the maximum tonnage of 
cruisers to 10,000 and the size of guns 
which might be mounted upon them 
to 8 inches, and authorized merchant 
ships under certain circumstances to 
carry 6-inch guns. Great Britain in 
the long course of negotiations sug- 
gested a total tonnage in cruisers of 
339,000. This was accepted. The 
American Navy desired that, up to the 
total tonnage, Great Britain should 
build such cruisers as she wished, and 
the United States should build such 
cruisers as we deemed appropriate. 
The needs of the two nations admit- 
tedly are different, and the disparity 
between the two in naval bases, battle 
cruisers, and merchant ships which 
might be armed made this difference. 
Great Britain has consistently and per- 
tinaciously declined to permit the two 
nations to build, within the limits of 
the tonnage, such cruisers as each 
thought necessary. Finally Great Bri- 
tain suggested two categories of cruis- 
ers, dividing them, in substance, into 
those carrying 6-inch guns and those 
carrying 8-inch guns. Six-inch-gun 
cruisers are of little value to the United 
States, particularly in the matter of 


what is called the cruiser controversy, 
the fact remains that the question was 
of sufficient importance for Great Bri- 
tain from first to last and during all 
the years to deny us what we demanded 
for our protection, and was deemed of 
sufficient importance by Great Britain 
at London to threaten the collapse of 
the entire conference. The reason for 
her insistence is clear. She wishes se- 
verely to restrict American ability to 
protect the immense American ocean 
commerce which competes with hers. 
She wishes to retain in full measure 
her existing power to bring victory- 
winning economic pressure upon us, 
should need arise, by stopping our sea 
trade while at the same time assuring 
freedom for her own trade. 

In justification of the violation of 
American interests in the matter of 
cruisers it has been suggested that we 
had little cruiser tonnage to bargain 
with, and that a great concession has 
been granted us by Japan and Great 
Britain in “permitting” us to build up 
to their cruiser strength. Yet an ex- 
actly parallel situation existed respect- 
ing our destroyer and submarine ton- 
nage. We entered the conference with 
a substantial advantage in both these 
categories. Here is set forth the total 
tonnage in destroyers and in subma- 
rines which existed at the time of the 
conference, together with the corre-

protecting American commerce, and 
the position of our country has always 
been that the first duty of the Navy is 
commerce protection. The 6-inch-gun 
cruisers are generally speaking all suffi- 
cient for Great Britain. The represen- 
tatives of our Navy in Washington, at 
the insistence of our Government that 
an agreement of limitation might be 
reached, finally reluctantly agreed to 
an irreducible minimum of twenty-one 
8-inch-gun cruisers, while asserting, 
nevertheless, that we should have 23. 
Great Britain refused to permit us 23. 
Great Britain refused to permit us 21. 
Ultimately, Great Britain offered to 
“permit” the United States to build 
18. Even this, under the treaty, was 
coupled with the condition we could 
have only 16 during the life of the 
treaty and 2 thereafter. Of course, 
an equivalent of 6-inch-gun cruisers 
was offered; but these the great pre- 
ponderance of naval authorities hold 
to be of little consequence to the United 
States. 
Yielded to Great Britain 

In 1927, at Geneva, the same atti- 
tude was maintained by Great Britain. 
Great Britain then insisted, as she in- 
sisted at London, that the kind of 
cruisers we should have for our Navy 
should be as designated by her. Our 
representatives at Geneva thought we 
ourselves should determine the kind of 
cruisers within the limitation we might 
build. At London Mr. MacDonald 
never varied in his demands, and we 
graciously yielded. The question in- 
volved is far greater than a mere three 
or five cruisers, as the case may be. In 
1936 this surplus of British and Jap- 
anese cruiser strength, counting built 
and building tonnage, over and above 
the 5-5-3 ratio will be for Great Bri- 
tain 87,000 and Japan 40,800. Again 
we are restricted in the type of cruiser 
best suited to our needs. And if we 
admit this principle now, we are defi- 
nitely committed to it at the forth- 
coming conference of 1935 and at the 
long series of distant future confer- 
ences so rosily pictured by Secretary 
Stimson. At these there will be many 
American cruisers cut to foreign pat- 
tern if we now accept the principle. 
Moreover, a casual reading of the treaty 
would lead an unsuspecting person to 
believe that during the life of the 
treaty we were to obtain 18 cruisers 
as compared with 15 for Great Bri- 
tain.” As stated, we are to have but 
16 during the life of the treaty, and 
when the complicated ramified excep- 
tions to the treaty are unraveled it de- 
velops that the number of this type 
of cruiser which the British are to 
have is not 15 at all, but may be as 
many as 19 during the greater part of 
the life of the treaty. Thus, there are 
at issue in reality the question of 11 
cruisers, 7 American and 4 British, and 
a principle operating to our disadvan- 
tage covering many future cruisers, 
British, American, and Japanese. 








Accept if you will the minimizing of 


Violation of Our Interests 

If it had been a matter for bar- 
gaining, we gave away our advantage 
there without any corresponding return 
in relation to cruisers. What a tribute 
it is to British diplomacy that in this 
case they repeated their triumph of 
the Washington conference. Classes of 
ships in which we were greatly superior 
to them were at once reduced down to 
their general levels without any com- 
pensating advantage to the United 
States. Classes of ships in which the 
British held a great advantage were 
not subjected to any such leveling pro- 
cess. At Washington in 1922 it was 
our great battleship preponderance 
which vanished. At London in 1930 
our striking preponderance in destroy- 
ers and submarines suffered a similar 
fate. At both Washington and Lon- 
don the very marked British superior- 
ity in cruiser forces was perpetuated 
for them. If the London treaty is car- 
ried out as contemplated by its terms, 
the ratio in 1936 for combined cruisers, 
destroyers, and submarines, counting 
ships built and building, will be 5 for 
us, 5.7 for Great Britain, and 3.6 for 
Japan. This is the abandonment of 
the ratio fixed by the Washington con- 
ference—the ratio for which we de- 
stroyed the world’s greatest battleships, 
sunk hundreds of millions of the tax- 
payers’ money, and stopped fortifying 
our own possessions in the Pacific. 

And the destruction of this ratio, 
in case of difficulty, imperils our sea- 
borne commerce and endangers our na- 
tional defense. And not only is it an 
abandonment of the necessary ratio 
agreed to at Washington but it makes 
of our boasted parity a mere irides- | 
cent dream. \ 


The Destruction of the American Ratio | 

Without exception all witnesses fa- 
miliar with the subject have testified 
that the 5-3 ratio with Japan was ab- 
solutely essential for the protection of 
our commerce and the maintenance of 
our national security. Indeed, there 
was no dissent from the oft-repeated 
statement that this ratio, with the con- 
dition that our bases in the far Pacific 
remain in statu quo, was more than 
generous to Japan. Any increase in the 
ratio in favor of Japan, all witnesses 
alike say, is disadvantageous, unjust, 
and unfair to our country. The total 
commerce of the United States with 
the Orient in 1929 was of the aggre- 
gate value of $2,377,251,000. Each 
year this enormous trade is increasing. 
Statesmen for centuries have under- 
stood what trade rivalry means; and 
commerce supremacy long since taught 
the lesson of national protection. To 
think of this, to have the vision of the 
Nation’s future commercial greatness 
and to assure its protection, is neither 
militarism nor jingoism. It is only the 
fool, ignorant of the past and willfully 
blind to the future, who would strive 
to have his country outstrip all others 
in sea-borne commerce, who would glee-

“Any considerable imports from Ey. 
rope also appear unlikely. Although 
only one of the many factors influence. 
ing gold movements, increases in the 
volume of foreign loans placed in this 
market would tend to check additional 
gold imports. During the first four 
months of the year foreign security 
offerings of new capital issues here 
were 70 per cent greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1929 and prac. 
tically as large as in the first four 
months of 1928. 

“It also is extremely improbable 
that the volume of currency in circula- 
tion will continue to decline past the 
middle of the summer. The normal 
seasonal increase which begins about 
the first week in August expands cir. 
culation some 125 to 150 million dol. 
lars by the first of December and the 
holiday demands during December usu- 
ally require between 150 and 200 mil- 
lion dollars additional currency. More 
than the usual seasonal improvement 
in business presumably would result 
in a proportionately greater increase 
of money in circulation. The usual 
seasonal: expansion of commercial 
credit would mean about 200 to 300 
million dollars increase in loans of re- 
porting member banks between July 
and October or November.

Not only did 
scrap battleship power on an iIm-~- 
on coal but we also gave up what 
was equally important in respect to our 
ability to defend American interests in 
the Orient—we severely circumscribed 
our naval-base strength in that region. 

Predicated upon these American sac- 
rifices Great Britain and Japan both 
agreed in principle to the 5-5-3 ratio, 
in relation not only to battleships but 
also to auxiliary naval craft. Con- 
cerning the latter there was a distinct 
moral commitment. This is clear from 
the subsequent public addresses of 
President Harding and from the official 
report of the American delegation to 
that conference, notwithstanding the 
fact that following the negotiations the 
treaty itself omitted any specific agree- 
ment for scrapping and the like of 
auxiliaries. Such omission had no ref- 
erence to adjustments between the 
United States and any other power, but 
was consequent upon a disagreement 
between Britain and France. } 

Since the 1922 conference nothing 
has occurred to alter the equity of the 
5-5-3 ratio. We were even relatively 
very weak in cruisers then, as we are 
now, so that the argument which has 
been so persistently advanced by the 
London treaty proponents, that our 
great deficiency in cruisers in 1930 made 
it necessary to sacrifice our ratio of 
general strength in order to gain an 
agreement, is substantially as illogical 
as it is unjust to the United States. 

Greater Sacrifices 

In order to gain any adequate appre- 
ciation of the violence that has been 
done to American interests in this de- 
struction of the 5-5-3 ratio it is neces- 
sary to resort to precise figures. Be- 
fore doing so, however, let it be remem- 
bered that while at Washington we 
made great sacrifices of battleship and 
naval base strength to gain the ratio, 
at London we also made correspond- 
ingly great sacrifices of our destroyer 
and submarine superiority — yet lost 
the ratio. 

At London we lost the ratio not alone 
in auxiliary naval strength but as well 
in total naval strength. Counting ves- 
sels built and building the new ratios 
computed to December 31, 1936, to- 
gether with the total tonnages for each 
item, are as follows:

upon how much it would cost us to 
replace certain battleships, which upon 
the mere suggestion of the countries 
involved could have been eliminated, 
and then adding a complete new build- 
ing program which doubtless never 
would have been consummated, the 
treaty devotees reach a sum almost 
as great as that rendered necessary 
by the treaty itself. 

Even upon the wild assumptions of 
the treaty advocates, the widely her- 
alded saving of $400,000,000 through 
the holiday in battleship construction is 
largely fiction. Under the terms of the 
Washington treaty we can not com- 
plete more than five battleships by 
1936, which would cost $195,000,000. 
Five others may at that time be par- 
tially completed, and $100,000,000 would 
be a very liberal estimate of the amount 
which could be spent upon them by 
that time. Thus we have a maximum 
theoretical saving of $295,000,000, but 
against this we have the set-off of the 
great charges for the work of modern- 
izing our old battleships. When this 
is done the fiction of $400,000,000, the 
mythical saving talked of by sponsors 
of the treaty, becomes in fact only 
about half that sum. 

Conditions in England 

The slightest consideration of the 
stern realities very gravely affecting 
the present economic situation in Bri- 
tain and Japan compels the conclusion 
that we need no treaty to accomplish 


! a battleship holiday. A mere exchange 


of diplomatic notes would amply suffice 
for this purpose. Eager and willing 
have both countries been for this con- 
summation. ; 

Summarizing the conditions in Great 
Britain, the grand council of the Fed- 
eration of British Industries reported 
as follows in February last: 

“The budget outlook is extremely grave. 
British industry has been struggling for 
nearly a decade to recover its position in 
the markets of the world, handicapped by 
a load of taxation which far exceeds that 
of any other important commercial coun- 
try. * * * It now finds itself faced with 
the certain prospect of additional taxa- 
tion. This prospect comes at a time when 
many of our competitors are contemplat- 
ing decreases in taxation and follows a 
year in which Great Britain nas had her 
commercial and industrial activities ham- 
pered and curtailed by abnormally high 
credit rates and disturbed commodity 
markets, culminating in an international 
financial disaster of a magnitude unparal- 
leled in the past 50 years. In the opinion 
of the federation, the present situation 
is one of grave and increasing menace to 
the financial and industrial stability of 
the country and should receive the most 
anxious consideration of His Majesty’s 
Government before the financial arrange- 
ments for the ensuing year are complet- 
ed. The federation bases this conclusion 
on the following facts:

Considering the above data upon the 
entire navies, our deficiency below par- 
ity with Britain amounts to 94,600 tons 
and our deficiency below the theoretical 
five-thirds of Japan’s Navy amounts to 
97,300 tons. This tonnage difference 
in both cases is the equivalent of about 
3 battleships, or 10 large cruisers, or 
13 small cruisers, or 65 destroyers, or 
65 submarines. There is obviously a 
sharp contrast between these cold facts 
and the extraordinary contention, so 
persistently and widely propagated 
from high and responsible quarters, 
that the main issue in the whole treaty 
is the infinitesimal difference between 
the armament on only three cruisers— 
whether they are to have 6-inch or 8- 
inch guns. 

What a commentary this contrast 
offers upon our ability to meet our 
grave responsibilities under the Con- 
stitution to provide for the common 
defense and promote the general wel- 
fare of our country. What a commen- 
tary it is upon our attitude toward the 
Sacred trust which has been reposed in 
us by the American people. By virtue 
of their positions the supposed states- 
men of our Nation have had in their 
keeping the cardinal national interests. 

ese should be cherished and safe- 
guarded, not bargained away without 
commensurate return or sacrificed on 
the altar of internationalism. 

The Cost of the Treaty—No Saving 
To Taxpayers 

The testimony that has been adduced 
demonstrates that if we build up under 
the London treaty, and, of course, it is 
of no use whatsoever to us unless we 
do, it will cost us $1,071,000,000. By 
Some sort of arithmetical degerdemain, 
it is constantly asserted by the advo- 
cates of the treaty that it results in 
€conomy for us, because figuring first

Economic conditions in Japan are 
equally bad, an index to them is given 
by the following quotat.on from an offi- 
cial report under date of January, 1930: 


“There seems to be a marked business 
depression in almost every line of busi- 
ness, for the simple reason that tne pub- 
lic is following the Government’s policy 
of retrenchment and many business men 
are somewhat pessimistic over the future. 
One leading business man is quoted as 
saying that if this policy continues it 
will result in the wholesale failure of 
many smaller businesses and industries 
which are operating on a small capital, 
thereby swelling the ranks of the already 
over-large army of unemployed. This 
business depression, ‘ne predicts will con- 
tinue three or four years unless the Gov- 
ernment’s policy is changed. Raw-silk 
prices continued up for some time, but 
that was more or less due to the foreign 
buyers having settled exchange when it 
was low; but they are beginning to fall 
now and will cause the prices of cocoons 
to fall about 20 per cent, thereby bring- 
ing the depression to the rural districts 
as well. One of the most noticeable effects 
of this is the great decreases in railway 
revenues during the past few months. 

“The unemployment situation becomes 
worse as the general business depression 
continues. The Government plans some 
aid to them but as yet have not made 
their plans known. Experts from the poor- 
er section of the cities state that foere 
is much suffering in this cold weather 
and faat the free-food kitchens are over- 
crowded. Some help was given the so- 
called white-collar element over the holi- 
days by the post office and ministry of 
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home affairs, while the Emperor made a 
large donation.” 

These quotations are made merely 
in refutation of the silly statements 
of savings under the London treaty. 
They could have and would have been 
made without any treaty. But contrast 
the result if- we act under the treaty— 
a billion dollars more taken from our 
taxpayers. 

There is no reasonable or legitimate 
excuse for the surrender of the Ameri- 
can position at London or the accept- 
ance of every proposal made by other 
nations at variance with our own. 

The greatest contributing cause to 
limitation of navies is economic neces- 
sity. In the present situation neither 
Great Britain nor Japan is in any po- 
sition economically to indulge in com- 
petitive naval building; and we, for- 
tunately, under no circumstances wish 
to indulge in an armament race with 
any nation. In existing conditions of 
the great nations of the world there 
was no excuse for our people yielding 
the ratios so dearly bought with Japan 
in 1922, or our right to build the kind 
of ships we desired; so Consistently 
fought for for eight years in the past 
and maintained so vigorously by Presi- 
dent Coolidge at Geneva in 1927. With 
the will to stop competition that Am- 
erica has, with the power to indulge in 
it if America had to, our representa- 
tives at London, while respecting all 
others, without difficulty and without 
rancor could have maintained our rights 
and could have maintained our rights 
without jeopardizing in the slightest 
peace or good will. 

The “Escape” Clause Precludes 

Limitation 

The “escalator” or “escape” clause, 
of course, makes a mockery of naval 
limitation. It provides that if any 
party to the treaty believes its security 
demands it, it may build additional 
ships, and the other parties may then 
do likewise. 

Yet even in this there is not sufficient 
protection to American interests, owing 
to the unfortunate subdivision of cruis- 
ers into two sub-categories, as previ- 
ously mentioned. England may invoke 
the “escape” clause and increase her 
6-inch-gun cruiser quota to meet the 
large projected French and Italian de- 
stroyer construction. This would be a 
logical step on England’s part. The 
“escape” clause is not clear whether 
under such circumstances the United 
States would have to build 6-inch-gun 
cruisers to meet the British cruiser in- 
crease or whether we could put the ad- 
ditional cruiser allowance into the 8- 
inch-gun type, which is the only al- 
ternative that would be of benefit to 
us. The contingency provided for by 
the so-called escape clause is not un- 
likely to arise; and then it might well 
be, under the ambiguous wording of 
the section, the United States could 
exercise its privilege only by building 
useless 6-inch-gun cruisers. 

Humanizing Submarine Warfare 

With our recollections still vivid of 
what transpired during the Great War, 
with our horror for what we then 
thought were the brutalities of a part 
of the submarine warfare, the much- 
heralded accomplishment at London by 
which future submarine warfare was to 
be humanized struck a responsive chord 
with all of us. A reading of the pro- 
visions of the treaty, however, from 
which we expected so much and ob- 
tained so little, leaves us quite as 
disillusioned as to accomplishment as 
we have been left by many other pro- 
visions of the treaty. 

There is no objection, of course, to 
the particular article relating to sub- 
marine warfare. In substance these 
provisions merely amount to a reaffrm- 
ation of many existing humanizing 
rules in international law applicable to 


¢ all forms of warfare on the sea. It 
‘ will be recalled that during the World 
. War it was a violation of international 
! aw by submarines operating against 
commerce which formed the basis of 
the repeated American protests. Such 
laws then existed, still exist, and the 
framers of the London treaty have done 
no more than rather ambiguously to 
state them, and the uncertain state- 


ment affords no special reason for the 
ratification of the treaty. 


Nature of. Opposition in England 

. and Japan 

Great stress has been laid upon the 
alleged similarity between the opposi- 
tion to the treaty in the United States 
as compared with the opposition to the 
treaty in Great Britain and Japan. This 
is an argument of small consequence, 
but, like all those used to bolster this 
inequitable treaty, it is, when examined, 
found to be wholly baseless. The facts 
are that the nature of the opposition 
in each country is very different: 

Referring to the testimony given be- 
fore the two committees of the Senate 
which have held hearings on this ques- 
tion, it is clearly evident that opposi- 
tion to the treaty in the United States 
comes from those holding responsible 
positions whose duty it is to advise on 
such matters. For example, we have 
the whole General Board of the Navy, 
the Chief of Naval Operations, the head 
of the American War Plans Division, 
and the Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance. The same position is adhered 
to by five former commanders in chief 
of the fleet and the admiral who is 
about to take command of the fleet. 


In Great Britain it has been stated 
recently on the floor of the House of 
Commons by the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Mr. Alexander, a civilian, that 
the British position at the London con- 
ference respecting cruisers and involv-- 
ing a reduction of the theoretical mini- 
mum requirements from a total of 70- 
units to 50 units was proposed by the 
Admirality itself. He stresses the fact 
that the proposal did not come from’ 
the higher branches of the Government 
to the Admiralty, but came in the first 
instance from the Admiralty itself mak- 
ing a recommendation to higher offi-° 
cials of the government. Speaking for 
the Admiralty Mr. Alexander is now 
actively defending the treaty before 
the British Parliament, and the criti- 
cism of the treaty is coming from those 
who are not responsible for British 
naval policies. This is the exact oppo- 
site of the situation which exists in 
this country where those who are re-" 
sponsible for American naval policy 
have been virtually unanimous in ob- 
jecting to the treaty terms, as unjustly 
jeopardizing American maritime inter- 
ests. 

Neither is there any true analogy be- - 
tween the opposition in this country 
and that in Japan. There the issue is 
mainly one of a matter of p tives ° 
as to who is to decide upon questions of - 
national defense; whether it is the gen- 
eral staff of the navy or the Minister . 
of Foreign Affairs. It is a quarrel of . 
many years standing Which is simply . 
now being reopened and has nothing to 
do with the terms of the treaty itself. 
The leader in the present fight to give 
authority for the general staff of the 
navy to decide upon national defense is 
Admiral Kato, but neither he nor any 
other persons opposing the treaty are 
seriously opposed to the terms of the’ 
treaty. On the contrary, there is vir 
tual naval unanimity in being tremen- 
dously pleased with the treaty terms. 

There is no true analogy between the 
alleged opposition in Britain and Ja- 
pan and the opposition which is being

Conclusion 


In the foregoing we have attempted 
to set forth some of the major objec- 
tions to the London treaty. There are 
many more which in the discussion of 

he document will be developed. Suf- 
cient has been shown, however, to 
monstrate that the treaty should not 
ratified, and among others, for these 
reasons: 

1. It abandons the American naval 

licy, sustained for more than a cen- 

ry, and especially with regard to the 
rotection of American commerce on 
he high seas. 

2. The splendid example of sacrifice 
made by our country in 1922, and there- 
after our marked restraint in naval 
building, have actually been utilized to 
our detriment, and have been made the 
excuse for still further sacrifices, un- 
matched by any other nation. 

3. At Washington in 1922 our great 
guperiority in battleship power was
